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'308) LIBRARY SERVICES 
IN THE EASTERN CARIBBEAN

A flight over the British colonies from British Guiana to British Honduras, 
the other colony on the South American mainland, would take the traveller 
over the Caribbean Sea in a great arc of some 2,000 miles, along which are 
scattered the islands of Trinidad, Barbados, the Windwards and Leewards, 
and Jamaica; and the bird’s-eye view of these islands, looking so much alike 
in their tropical vegetation surrounded by a fringe of white breakers and a 
blue sea or, perhaps, only glimpsed through the clouds swirling around their 
mountains, would give him little idea of the diversity of life within them. 
For the purpose of this article, therefore, I propose to come down to earth 
in Trinidad, and to give some account of the present stage of development 
of the Eastern Caribbean Regional Library, which serves an area containing 
nine library services in the 500-mile segment of the arc between Trinidad 
and the British Virgin Islands, with a total population of about 1,500,000. 
A progress report bringing up to date the previous report covering the period 
1941-50 is being prepared, and some preliminary soul-searching on the part 
of the one overseas official remaining may be a useful exercise. The history 
of the library services can be found in previous reports, and I repeat only 
the salient points needed to appreciate the present position. 


BRIEF HISTORY 


The survey made by Ernest Savage on behalf of the Carnegie Corporation 
in 1934 revealed that in the Eastern Caribbean there were few public libraries 
worthy of the name, and the $70,000 subsequently allocated by the Carnegie 
Corporation was designed to launch a central library service in Trinidad, 
upon which, eventually, would be based a regional service to the other islands. 
The first five years of the scheme, and most of the Carnegie funds, were devoted 
to the establishment of the Trinidad service, and it was a further grant of 
£80,000 by the British Council which provided the funds and staff to reor- 
ganize the other services, and to set up the regional services such as a central 
training school and the union catalogue which is the basis of an interlending 
service throughout the area. 

The regional organization, financially independent of the local governments, 
had the resources which enabled it to persuade (some irate financial officers 
substituted the word ‘blackmail’) the library authorities to set up services 
according to modern public library practice, and was able to maintain a 
lull-time training school, in co-operation with the Library Association, London, 
which rapidly produced a body of highly trained and enthusiastic librarians. 
British Council aid ceased in 1953, and an additional small grant from 
Development and Welfare funds has ceased in 1956. A recent article in the 
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Library Association record is headed ‘Life without father; the post-Carnegie 
period’—an apt description of the struggle which now lies ahead of this 
sapling being transplanted in its native soil. The underlying policy in the 
Eastern Caribbean has been to concentrate on essentials such as book stock 
and staff training, and to resist the imposition of extension services and formal 
adult education programmes upon services which still have thousands of 
would-be borrowers, particularly children, clamouring for admission. A report 
on malpractices in one of our branches concludes with the statement that 
‘the culprits are children who fail to get library cards and who are deter- 
mined to get a book at any cost’. We have concentrated on foundation-laying, 
and the concluding paragraphs of this short article will be a brief description 
of the structure which is slowly arising on these foundations. 


PRESENT ORGANIZATION 


The regional organization is now controlled by a Board comprised of repre- 
sentatives of Trinidad and the Windward and Leeward Islands, and the 
second annual meeting was held in Antigua in April 1957. The Librarian 
of the Central Library is also responsible for the work in the region and is the 
Secretary of the Board. It is financed by contributions from each colony, Trini- 
dad bearing 50 per cent of the total expenditure and the total income for 1957 
being estimated at the princely sum of £2,175. A small enough beginning! The 
factors which have now to be carefully considered are the present condition of 
the library services in the Eastern Caribbean and therefore the justification for

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the existence of a regional organization, the ability of the Trinidad Central 
Library to take over the regional services, and the acceptance of these addi- 
tional responsibilities by the Trinidad Government. Now that the stimulus 
of outside aid has been removed, many of the services in the smaller islands 
are making little progress. Book stocks are deteriorating, trained staff are 
drifting away, and urgently needed development of the rural areas is being 
shelved for lack of books and capital expenditure on bookmobiles. This brief 
summary does scant justice to the devoted work which is being done with 
limited resources by many librarians in the area, and in our daily preoccu- 
pation with what still needs to be done we tend, perhaps, to forget what 
has been achieved, and to chafe unduly at the slow progress which must, 
to some extent, replace the rapid transformation seen during the initial 
period of reorganization. While there is now general recognition of the value 
of the work being done, the many pressures upon newly elected governments 
in their programmes of economic development make it difficult to match 
this good will with hard cash. The most heartening feature is that the Trinidad 
Central Library is now emerging as a well established service which is being 
geared to undertake a considerable programme of expansion, and the specialist 
services provided by the regional organization, such as maintenance of the 
union catalogue, interlending of books throughout the area, and central 
cataloguing, will stem from the central service, thus enabling the smaller services 
to use their limited resources to the best advantage. 


TRAINING COURSES 


Finally a note on the training courses which were so successfully organized 
by the original regional organization. This is an aspect of the work which 
has suffered most from the withdrawal of full-time tutors, and the attempt 
to maintain the pattern of two courses a year, combining correspondence 
with full-time tuition by using senior Central Library staff as part-time tutors, 
has not been altogether successful, simply because their time is fully occupied 
by the demands of a rapidly developing service. In our pleas for the conti- 
nuance of outside aid we often had to refute the assertion that, by 1956, the 
need for full-scale training would diminish. In 1956 a total of 70 students 
applied for courses for the various parts of the Library Association examinations, 
and during the years 1954-56, 21 students sat for the entrance examination 
and an average of 30 students sat for each part of the registration examination. 
It is hoped, therefore, that additional funds will be available in 1958 to 
establish a School of Librarianship as a separate administrative unit, with 
a full-time tutor and facilities for re-establishing our training courses on a 
level which will meet the urgent and continuing needs of the library services 
in the West Indies, for, with the inclusion of students from the Jamaica 
Library Services, this has broadened into a West Indian project. 
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(309) LIBRARY OF THE UNESCO 
RESEARCH CENTRE 
ON THE SOCIAL IMPLICATIONS 
OF INDUSTRIALIZATION 
IN SOUTHERN ASIA 


Unesco’s General Conference at its eighth session (1954) adopted a resolution 
authorizing the Director-General to ‘provide advice and assistance to Member 
States ... in bringing the resources of the social sciences to bear upon the 
solution of problems of the social impact of technological change and indus- 
trialization.. .’ 

Pursuant to this resolution, consultations were held among representatives 
of South and South-East Asian Member States which culminated in the 
establishment of the Centre at Calcutta (India). This started functioning in 
January 1956. Thirteen Member States (Afghanistan, Burma, Cambodia, 
Ceylon, India [which is playing host to the Centre], Indonesia, Laos, Nepal, 
Pakistan, the Philippines, Thailand, Viet-Nam, and the Malaya/British Borneo 
Associate Group) are participating in the Centre’s programme, which consists 
of developing the social sciences in the region and promoting their application 
to the study of social implications of industrialization. ‘The principal means 
by which the Centre seeks to carry out this programme are: (a) collating and 
interpreting the existing research material in social sciences; (b) providing 
documentation to help social scientists keep abreast with current research 
in the same or similar fields being carried out in other parts of the world; 
(c) undertaking pilot studies; (d) providing, upon request, assistance to 
government departments and academic institutions in social science research; 
and (e) providing training in methods of research in social sciences. 


THE CENTRE’S LIBRARY 


The Library and Documentation Service, which derives its mandate from 
(a) and (b) above, is visualized as a central, specialized source of information 
on problems of economic development, industrialization, and the social 
changes that flow from the transition. The documentation side of the service 
has not yet begun to operate in a full-fledged fashion. When originally con- 
ceived, our intention was to follow the Human Relations Area Files (HRAF) 
(New Haven, Connecticut, U.S.A.) system for documentation and to cover, 
inter alia, the field notes in manuscript which would be prepared by the 
Centre’s staff, as also unpublished studies prepared by other research workers 
whenever made available to the Centre. It was also our intention to act as 
a clearing house of information by reproducing the documentation cards for 
distribution to the planning authorities in the region, as well as to institutions 
and individual scholars engaged in research on subjects falling within the 
Centre’s own interests. Although neither of these intentions has by any means 
been abandoned, the adoption of the HRAF system has been held in abeyance 
for the time being, and immediate plans envisage only the indexing of perio- 
dical literature in socio-economic fields. Articles falling outside these fields 
would also be documented if they concern any of the thirteen participating 


Member States, so that the Library would have a more comprehensive index 


to periodical literature bearing on this region than is suggested by the name of 
the Centre. 
Our immediate aim is the creation of a library service specializing in social 
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sciences. he subject area of the main collection would cover the social impact 
of technology and industrialization (a field which is wide enough to include all 
the social sciences), and the geographical area would cover South and South- 
East Asia. 


ACQUISITIONS PROGRAMME 


Complete comprehensiveness is never possible (mainly, but not only, for 
financial reasons), and is often not even necessary. Calcutta has good libraries 
from which some of the older publications likely to be required for casual 
references could be readily available. It was then easy to decide that, except 
in the case of basic books, the year 1947 (beginning of the post-war period) 
should be taken as the base year of publication for the literature to be acquired. 
It was also decided that publications of the nature of textbooks would not 
be completely excluded, but would be given only a marginal place in the 
acquisition programme, and would be acquired rather during the early stages 
of the Library’s growth than in later years, to give a broad base to its collection. 
But the core of the stock would consist of specialized monographs in the subject 
areas with which the Centre is mainly concerned. They comprise methods 
of social research, sociology, social psychology, psychology, economic theory, 
economic and industrial history, industrial psychology, industrial sociology, 
law (i.e. Customary and common law as it obtains in the countries within 
the Centre’s geographical scope, but not jurisprudence), education, culture, 
anthropology, esc. 

In the geographical area, we decided to acquire a most comprehensive 
collection on South and South-East Asia, even though some of it might not 
have a very direct or immediate bearing on the Centre’s research interests. 
This desire to be as comprehensive as possible is dictated by the fact that 
libraries in which literature on different aspects of the countries of South 
and South-East Asia is available are few and far between in this part of the 
world. Bibliographies such as those published by the Institute of Pacific 
Relations, the Human Relations Area Files, and the South and South-East 
Asia programmes in various American universities, are already being carefully 
scanned to select publications on this region. Of considerable importance in 
this collection would be the basic official publications of the countries concer- 
ned: their constitutions, census reports, statistical abstracts, yearbooks, central 
bank reports, departmental administrative reports, laws, and other blue books 
such as the reports of ad hoc commissions and committees. In this regard, we 
have already communicated with the liaison committees which the partici- 
pating Member States have set up specially to assist the Centre, and the 
response for the supply of official publications in these selected categories is 
gratifying. 


SPECIALIZED SUB-COLLECTIONS 


Our acquisition programme is proceeding apace; at the time of writing this 
note, the Library has a collection of over 2,500 books in these fields. In com- 
mon with the experience of most libraries, specialized sub-collections have 
been built around specific projects in this Library too. For instance, the 
Centre is currently engaged in a study of socio-psychological factors affecting 
the productivity of industrial workers, with India as the location of field 
work. As a starting point, bibliographies on productivity (among them the 
Bibliography on productivity prepared by the National Centre of the French 
Association for the Increase of Productivity and the European Productivity 
Agency, and published by OEEC in 1956; and the International Labour 
Office Library’s Productivity: selected references to books, pamphlets, recent articles 
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and special periodicals, issued in 1955 as its Bibliographical reference list, No. 67 

were obtained, and out of the listed titles, those which appeared most ge emais 
to our work were selected for acquisition. When the selected publications 
arrived, and as more references cited within them came to our notice, further 
selection was made for acquisition. Thus, during the last year or so, quite 
a sizeable collection has been acquired on this subject, and publications are 
even now being added as and when useful titles are noticed. The Centre has 
plans for carrying out a study of the social effects of rural electrification with 


its location in Burma, and for another study of socio-economic conditions of 


small-scale industries with its location in the Philippines. 

There is another category of specialized sub-collection on our shelves, 
formed by the publications of the United Nations and of its Specialized 
Agencies. The fact that we receive two copies of most of Unesco’s publications 
enables us to maintain, by using one of the copies, a separate section where 
Unesco publications are arranged series-wise, while the other copy is classified 
and shelved with the other books. The publications of the United Nations 
and its other Spe cialized Agencies are also maintained in a separate section 
and arranged series-wise. But as we receive only one copy of their publications, 
their subjects are cross-referenced in the main catalogue, thus integrating 
them with the collection which is arranged subject-wise. 

The Library receives at present about 200 periodicals, many of which are 
obtained in exchange for the Centre’s two annual publications, Social science 
bibliography, India and South Asia soctal science abstracts. In the field of periodicals, 
one of our objectives is to acquire the journals issued by the universities in 
this region. Our efforts have been partially successful, and we now regularly 
receive the journals from many universities in India 


CLASSIFICATION SYSTEM 


The Library is using the Universal Decimal Classification for classifying its 
books and pamphlets, as well as for documenting periodical literature. A 
classified catalogue is maintained on cards using Ranganathan’s Classified 
catalogue code for preparing the entries. We prepare, howeve r, an additional 
‘main entry’ for every publication os on South and South-East Asia, 
and on that entry put the auxiliary sub-division of place first in the UDC 
number. ‘This creates a special, geographically arranged catalogue which 
serves as a complement to the subject catalogue. ‘The need for creating such 
a complementary catalogue is sharply felt when ‘area specialists’ who visit 
the Libr: ury ask for ‘all that you have on [say] Burma’. Neither the catalogue 
nor the shelves, both of which follow the subject arrangement, can meet this 
requirement expeditiously. The ‘area catalogue’ seemed the only alternative 
to the rather time-consuming reference to various portions of the subject 
catalogue 

Documentation cards for periodical literature are also classified according 
to the UDC, and by pt utting the .uxiliary number for place before the subject 


number. Consequently, periodi« al literature too is arranged area-wise with 
subject sub-groups in each area. Articles which have no geographical content, 
but the subject matter of which “tet a bearing on the Centre’s current or possible 
future work, are documented, but they have obviously got to be arranged 


subject-wise. 

A newspaper clippings service has been undertaken, though on a ver) 
limited scale for the present. Ideally, at least one important newspaper from 
each of the participating countries should be read for marking news items 
of interest to our work. But at the moment, we are handling only four news- 
papers, all of them from India. Items pertaining to other countries within the 
Centre’s geographical scope are marked and clipped if they are pertinent to 
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our current or contemplated work. But as a result, the coverage in respect of 
these countries gets severely restricted in the clippings file. We hope to obtain 
newspapers from the other participating countries in the near future. Clippings 
are mounted on backing paper and filed in vertical files. The classification 
follows the pattern used for documenting periodical literature. 


REFERENCE AND OTHER SERVICES 


Outsiders are welcome to make use of the Library by consulting books on 
the premises, but the Library is primarily intended for the research staff of 
the Centre. It is a reference library, from which staff members may take 
books to their rooms but not normally carry them home. Each book has its 
book-card, and any one who removes it from the shelf has to sign on it and 
hand it over to the clerk. As books are not normally taken out of the premises, 
there is no limit either on the number of books which a staff member may 
take for consultation, or on the time for which he may retain any of them. 

By far the most important of the services rendered by the Library is the 
reference service. When new issues of periodicals arrive, they are examined, 
and articles bearing on the research interests of members of the staff are 
immediately brought to their attention. Simultaneously, they are documented 
by preparing entries for them, so that they would be readily available for 
future reference. Bibliographies and reading lists on specific topics are pre- 
pared according to the needs of the occasion. Some of the subjects on which

bibliographies and reading lists have been prepared are: urbanization; pro- 


ductivity; emergence of entrepreneurial class; etc.

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(10) MACHINES FOR RETRIEVING 
INFORMATION IN THE U.S.S.R.

The development of science and technology is accompanied by a steady 
increase in the bulk of the information existing on a wide variety of branches 
of knowledge. Hence the problem of searching for information on any given 
question becomes more and more difficult, and the standard machinery for 
the purpose (library catalogues, printed indexes, etc.) less and less effective. 

Details of various mechanical research processes for solving this problem 
are contained in several studies [1].'! ‘These are, in the main, based on the 
use of perforated cards and microfilms. This method was effective for retrieving 
data from a small quantity of material, but was found unsuitable for large 
qué antities owing to the difficulty of evolving the special system for the entry 
of information (machine language) which is essent tial for mechanized retrieval. 

Thus the two main problems arising in connexion with the introduction 
of a mechanized system for retrieving data from amidst large quantities of 
material are to evolve a ‘machine language’ and work out a technique. 

The principal and most difficult problem [2,3] is to work out a suitable 
code for classification of the information, since it involves, for instance, stan- 
dardizing terminology, establishing association between terms for classifi- 
cation purposes, indexing, etc. 

The system set up for information retrieval will depend on the type of 
work for which it is required, the total bulk of information material, the 
demands made on the service, the way in which the service is operated, etc. 
For small sectors of knowledge, very simple means can be used: edge-notched 
punched cards, supe rimposable punched cards; also another, more compli- 
cated, system, consisting of punched cards with analysing computors (IBM 
J. Samain punched card-selector, H. P. Luhn machine) and

The work of V. P. Cerenin [3] shows the advantages of special appliances, 
1.€. a speci al information machine, when working out a ‘machine language’, 
studying its structure and carrying out experiments (establishing associations 
between terms, coding, etc). The purpose of such machines is to retrieve 
items of information from the sum total of the characteristics of the subject. 
The main qualities required of this type of mi ichine are not that it should 
be able to scan large quantities of information at high speed, but that it 
should be adaptable, and able to use a large number of different codes. 
It should also be able to register logical associations between the various 
characteristics of a 
characteristics simultaneously. 

For this purpose an expel rimental information retrieving machine, the 
EIM [4] was produced, in 1954, by the Institute of Scientific Information 
of the Academy of Sciences. This machine operates on the same principle 
as the ordinary analysing computor, and uses 80-column punched cards. 
Despite its simple construction, the EIM fully meets all the stipulated require- 
ments, and gives the desired flexibility of operation. Moreover the EIM, 
being cheap to convert, can also be used in establishments and enterprises 
which already possess analysing computors.

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CODING AND LAYOUT OF PUNCHED CARDS 


Each individual item of information can be classified under several character- 
istics. For working with information retrieving machines, all these character- 
istics are translated into machine language and recorded as code symbols 
corresponding to the first step in the subject breakdown. With the EIM 
machine, the code symbols for each item of information are entered on a 
separate 80-column punched card by a combination of holes (punches). This 
combination of punched holes constitutes the code corresponding to the 
second step in the subject breakdown. 

With the system operating by punched holes to represent the code symbols, 
various codes are used for recording the information. On the strength of 
practical experience [3], the various types of codes have been classified as 
follows, according to the nature of the second step code-symbols, and their 
position on the card (in this case, the holes on the punched card): 

1. Code based on the position of the holes on the card (position code). The 
different characteristics are designated both by the place of entry on the 
card and by the code symbols used. 

2. Code not based on the position of the holes on the card (non-position 
code). Different code symbols are used for different characteristics, and 
there is an appropriate section of the card for each separate characteristic; 
but the arrangement of the sections on the card is immaterial. 

;. Code based on superimposition (superimposition code). The code for 
recording the various characteristics, is based solely on the use of different 
symbols for each characteristic, several of these being superimposed in 
the same section of the card. With this system, there is a possibility of the 
shape of the code symbols being distorted. 

1. Direct code based as a rule on position as in code 1. In this case the code 
symbols of the characteristics are differentiated only by having special 
sections allocated to them on the card; only two code symbols are used, 
signifying the presence or absence of a given characteristic. 

The position code is used for the codification of mutually exclusive character- 
istics forming a separate-subject group. Each subject group has its own 
section on the card, in which any individual characteristic of that group may 
be recorded by means of the appropriate symbol. The term ‘mutually exclusive’ 
is used because no single item of information possesses more than one character- 
istic of any one group of mutually exclusive characteristics. 

The direct code is useful in dealing with items of information each of which 
possesses a large number of characteristics out of a relatively small total of 
characteristics. With the direct code, using 80-column cards, not more than 
goo characteristics can be recorded. A hole is punched in the appropriate 
section of the card to indicate the existence of the corresponding character- 
istic. 

rhe most adaptable and compact code for most purposes is the one not 
based on the position of the holes on the card, since with this system the 
only characteristics which are entered on the punched card are those possessed 
by the particular item of information. The sections allocated to these character- 
istics do not follow any set pattern, but are so arranged that the machine 
can scan them all in consecutive order. 

With the superimposition code, several characteristics, instead of one only, 
can be entered in the same section, thus increasing the total amount of infor- 
mation recorded on each punched card. However, the question as to how 
far the efficiency of this system is reduced by the fact that superfluous items 
of information are retrieved, in addition to the ones sought, must be consi- 
dered in every case. 

The EIM machine can be operated with punched cards using any of the

above types of code, or various combinations of them: superimposition + 
non position; position + non position; superimposition + position. When 
this is done, the card is divided into zones, each containing the characteristic- 
symbols entered in the code designated for that zone. Thus each card may 
be divided into four zones: position code zone, direct code zone, non-position 
code zone, etc. 

For codification of characteristics within each section (when using the 
superimposition, position and non-position codes), there are two possible 
code-variations: (a) all the configurations of any one section of the card 
contain the same number of second-step code symbols (selector or equivalent 
code); (b) different configurations contain different numbers of symbols 
(ordinal, in particular double code 

With the EIM machine, the selector code is used for coding the punched 
cards, which considerably simplifies the comparer-circuit of the machine. 

Let us now look at the diagram of the layout of the punched card used with 
the EIM machine. Fig. 1 shows the card with the information entered on it. 
It is divided into four zones, I-IV, each containing information recorded in 
the code designated for that zone. 

Zone I, which is reserved for information entered with the position code, 
consists of 10 sections (plus one spare section), each containing the symbol 
of one of several mutually exclusive characteristics. Sections 1 and 2 contain 
numerical data coded with the usual method adopted for standard analysing 
computors. Sections 3-10 contain numerical and alphabetical data entered 
by means of special codes. Thus the structure of Zone I is such as to allow 
a great measure of flexibility in the arrangement of the data on the card. 

Zone II is reserved for information entered with the direct code. It contains 
8 x 12=96 spots, which means that up to 96 characteristics can be entered 
simultaneously. 

Zone III is for entry of characteristics by the superimposition code. Various 
first-step code symbols—either letters or figures—can be entered in each 
column, and all the columns of Zone III are used for entry of a single character- 
istic. For instance, this method can be adopted for entering proper names, 
by the standard code of the ordinary alphabetical analysing computor, In 
which each letter of the alphabet is represented by precisely two holes punched 
in the column of the card. 

Zone IV is reserved for entries with the non-position code. Each character- 
istic is entered on part of one line of the card (in the card shown on the 
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figure, the part consisting of columns 41 to 80 inclusive). In this zone, there 
is room for simultaneous entry of 12 different characteristics, which may add 
up to a very large number of combinations. Each characteristic may be 
represented by either a figure or a letter. When using the 32 letters of the 
Russian alphabet, for instance, 7 spots on the line of the card are allocated 
for one letter, which is represented by a combination of 3 punched and 
4 non-punched holes. 

Both the code and the type layout of the card may, of course, be varied 
to suit the type of work; but the above example clearly illustrates the adapta- 
bility of the EIM machine as regards the use of different types of code. 


MACHINERY FOR CODING 


For entering the information on punched cards, a special coding puncher 
is used. This consists of a standard alphabetical 80-column puncher with 
certain changes and additions made in the wiring (special coding circuit 
with electronic elements), so that the characteristics can be entered on the 
card according to various codes, following a pattern similar to that described 
above. 

The puncher operates in such a way that, as each part of the card is passed 
through it, the coding circuit punches it using the appropriate code for 
that part. The coding circuit switches over from one code to another as the 
various parts of the card are passed through the punching appliance. The 
switch-over is effected automatically by setting the special switchover appliance 
for the layout of the punched card being used. 

When entering data with the non-position card, the machine automatically 
sets down the characteristics along the lines on the card; the card passes to 
and fro through the punching appliance a number of times, according to 
the number of characteristics to be entered. 

The characteristics represented by figures are entered on the card by means 
of a figure keyboard; those represented by letters, by means of an alphabetical 
keyboard. 

There is another method of entering characteristics on the punched cards 
—by the use of a duplicating apparatus. In this case, a special card—an 
original—has to be prepared for every standard characteristic. 

The accuracy of the entry on the card can be checked by making a second 
copy, for comparison. Another way is to use a checking apparatus substan- 
tially identical with the code-punching machine. 


THE EXPERIMENTAL INFORMATION-RETRIEVING MACHINE (EIM) 


The EIM (Fig. 2) is constructed on the same basis as the C-80-1 analysing 
computor, with a number of important changes and additions to the electric 
circuit, to give the requisite flexibility. 

The retrieving device of the EIM gathers the data from all 80 columns 
simultaneously as the card is passed through, and scans cards at a speed of 
up to 7 per second. 

For picking out the required information there is a specially designed electric 
circuit, and a device for feeding questions into the machine (selector). There 
are two types of selector: one consists of a standard switchboard, the other of 
a special panel with switches, one for every spot on the punched card. 

The electric circuit of the required information comprises two sections. The 
first serves for comparing the characteristics of the item of information (punched 
cards) with the characteristics of the question fed into the setting appliance. 
The second section registers the result of the comparison, and directs the 
punched card into one of the slots of the machine. The comparer apparatus 
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uses neither electronic valves nor relays, but is constructed of cheap and reliable 

elements. The section for registration of the results, on the other hand, does 

comprise several electronic ‘recording and relay elements. The registration 

section serving the section for comparison of characteristics entered by the 
non- position code must contain as many elements as there are characteristics 
in the item of information to be retrieved. For the other codes, one recording 
element suffices. 

With the EIM, information is selected by a process of checking all the 
characteristics of the item of information sought against all the characteristics 
of the question, by passing the punched cards through the machine once 
only. For this purpose, the electric circuit of the EIM is so designed that it 
is able to select the information by establishing logical associations between 
the chz uracteristics of the question and, accordingly, between the character- 
istics of the item of information. It is also possible t » broaden the field 
selection by establishing associations between aemenanaiidlins as follows: an 
item of information will be picked out if it possesses characteristics A and B, 
plus C or D. Assuming that A, B, C, D equal 1 or 0, according to whether 
the corresponding characteristics are or are not detected in the element of 
information, and applying the symbols of logical exclusion, then this asso- 
ciation can be expressed as a function of F, as follows: F=A’B (C+D), which 
must be equal to 1 when the corresponding element of information is selected, 
and equal to o when it is not. The machine can also be adjusted to record 
associations represented by other functions—for instance, using a symbol to 
indicate mutual exclusion, ete. 

The construction of the electric circuit of the EIM is such that the infor- 
mation-selection device can fairly easily be adjusted to take a larger number 
of charateristics of a question, and, in particular, to deal with several questions 
simultaneously. 

The set of punched cards to be scanned is placed in the storage box, which

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feeds the cards into the machine (Fig. 2, a). They then pass through the 
scanner (Fig. 2, b), which directs them into one of the two slots I and II 
(Fig. 2, d and c), according to the result of the process of comparison. 
Those cards which contain information corresponding to the question set are 
directed into slot I, the rest into slot II. 

The characteristics of the question are set on the switchboard (Fig. 2, e) 
or selector (Fig. 2, f); on the switchboard, the method of selection is also 
indicated. 

The recording elements of the automatic information retriever circuit 
Fig. 2, g) are located on special panels (Fig. 2, h) along with the apparatus 
for comparing the characteristics of the question with those of the item of 


information. 


PRINTING MACHINERY 


A special printing machine has been devised for printing the bibliographical 
data off the selected punched cards. The bibliographical data comprise, for 
instance, the catalogue number, number or abbreviated title of the item of 
information, etc., which, being very brief, can be typed out quickly. Instead 
of a tabulator, therefore, it is possible in this case to use a printing device 
constructed on the lines of a controller, consisting of an automatic typewriter 
with solenoid drive electrically connected with a unit for recording the data 
from the punched card. 

For printing, the punched cards are placed in the pocket of the feeder of 
the unit, which scans them. The selected data are transformed into electrical 
signals and passed into the solenoid coils of the typewriter, which automati- 
cally types out the text in letters and figures. 
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(311) INTER-AMERICAN SCHOOL 
OF LIBRARY SCIENCE, COLOMBIA

In February 1957 an inter-American school for the training of professional 
librarians was opened in Colombia, South America (see Bulletin, vol. XI, 
no. 5-6, item 241), and 35 students from three of the Latin American 
nations began there an intensive programme that will prepare them in three 
years for careers in this profession—a new and largely undeveloped one in 
the countries of Hispanic culture of the New World. The sponsoring institution 
for this newly inaugurated programme is the University of Antioquia, situated 
in the city of Medellin, capital of the department of Antioquia and an important 
industrial centre. 

The opening of the Escuela de Bibliotecologia of the Universidad de Antio- 
quia, with all the character and prestige of a university department of ins- 
truction, will train library staff with capacities for leadership. Many have 
sensed the inadequacy, both culturally and professionally, of ‘librarians’ 
turned out in ‘quickie’ courses, summer sessions and institutes of a few months’ 
duration. The school is projected as an answer to those who desire something 
much better and more fundamental in the way of instruction. 

The key figure in the development of the Library School at Medellin has 
been Ignacio Vélez Escobar, M.D., a doctor of medicine known internationally 
for his work in gastroenterology, who is now serving his second term as dean 
of the School of Medicine of the University of Antioquia. The dean offered 
the new project accommodation in his School. The National Univeristy Fund, 
Bogota, made available 20 scholarships for worthy and properly qualified 
candidates, financed the publication of the prospectus, and has assisted in 
other ways. The Rockefeller Foundation made a grant of $58,000 for a three- 
year term, earmarked for the acquisition of technical equipment and texts 
and for the employment of non-local supervisory and auxiliary professional 
assistance. 

The Rector of the University, Dr. Samuel Barrientos Restrepo, summoned 
an international advisory committee to plan the curriculum, the determi- 
nation of the school’s policy and mission, and the nomination of a director. 

This Committee consisted of Marietta Daniels, associate librarian of the 
Pan-American Union, Columbus Memorial Library; Gerardo C. Paredes, 
director of the Medical Library of the University of Antioquia; Carlos Victor 
Penna, Unesco Regional Centre for the Western Hemisphere; Dorothy 
Parker, Rockefeller Foundation; Eleanor Mitchell, U.S. Department of State 
and American Library Association; Ignacio Vélez Escobar, Dean of the 
Medical School of the University of Antioquia, and Julio César Arroyave, 
Director of the Government of Colombia-Unesco Pilot Library, Medellin. 


PLAN OF STUDIES 


The Committee bore in mind several factors—the necessity for a rapid and 
intensive preparation of the students; the need for special emphasis on broad 
cultural courses of a humanistic quality and orientation; a reading knowledge 
of several modern languages, with particular emphasis on English because 
of the preponderance of professional tools available only in that language. 
The Committee decided that the new inter-American Library School must 
be staffed temporarily, at least, with its own part-time professors in all subjects. 
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This has not meant, of course, an entire autonomy for the new school, since 
there is some integration with the Faculty of Medicine and its own specialized 
library. The director of the Medical Library of that Faculty serves also as 
assistant director of the Library School. 

The programme of studies is a combination of the cultural and professional, 
with the cultural dominating the first year’s allotment of classroom work. 
The second year is essentially the traditional core curriculum of library 
science, in contemporary description and grouping of courses, with a continu- 
ation of language instruction which had its start in the first year. The third 
year includes both regular courses now being offered at the graduate level 
in library schools in the United States, with the addition of seminars, short 
courses and conferences in special aspects of library service and problems 
—such as ‘The planning, activation and reorganization of library services’, 
and another entitled ‘Planning the use of national resources of bibliographic 
services of libraries, archives and other information centres’. 

The problem of archives and records management, an important one with 
the great growth of government activities and regulations, dictated the inclusion 
of a four-hour course devoted to the functions and administration of archives. 

Considerable attention will be given in the new centre to the development 
of the students’ talents of expression, through the initiation of group discussions, 
forums, and by means of individual research and exposition. The ability to 
communicate the library’s services to modern society, as well as the ability 
to interpret the needs of modern society in relation to bibliographic materials, 
are closely recognized in the planning of the curriculum. 

Instruction is given entirely in Spanish. Since Spanish and Portuguese are 
sister tongues, bearing so many similarities to each other that a person familiar 
with one language is at no great loss for work in the other, it is hoped that 
the school at Medellin can contribute also to the training of librarians for 
service in Brazil. 


THE SCHOOL’S NEEDS 


If it can develop in its students an international or global point of view 
to replace the local or provincial outlook, the new Library School will attain 
the goals entertained for it by its friends. The staff is imbued with the con- 
viction of a growing interdependence of nations and of the obligation imposed 
upon mankind today to depart from an old-fashioned nationalistic point of 
view. In the development among its students of this larger view of international 
co-operation, the school’s personnel covet the co-operation of those in other 
lands who may be in a position to supply reference tools—biographical direc- 
tories, handbooks, manuals, guides and other materials which reflect the 
civilization and culture of other nations. A most effective contribution can 
be made through the co-operation of those employed in libraries, book stores, 
governmental ministries and departments, and in other positions who can 
release to the school at Medellin such bibliographical materials which may 
be surplus to their own needs. 

The co-operation of library schools in other lands is also welcomed, for 
in an exchange of catalogues, bulletins, syllabuses, work projects, examinations, 
and other illustrative material, all library schools grow stronger. 

The launching of a well-planned enterprise in library training, for an area 
which has heretofore lacked such facilities, is a grand experience. In all of 
its implications, it provides the participant with a complete education in 
patience and charity; it is a heart-warming challenge to the dyed-in-the-wool 
teacher; and it can be a source of daily satisfaction to the authentic pioneer 
to whom certain privations and hardships are no more than condiments 
which add a richness, relish and pungence to life. 








CATALOGUE CODE REVISION 
IN SWITZERLAND 


New instructions issued by the Swiss National Library’ 
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by W. Vonrospet and FE. Vur_teumimr, 


With the exception of the Library of the Ecole Polytechnique Fédérale and 
the Swiss National Library, the big public libraries in Switzerland are all 
either cantonal or municipal institutions, each with its own character and 
traditions. This has led to great diversity in methods of cataloguing, though 
the differences concern points of form rather than basic principles. Until 
1948, all libraries followed a uniform traditional system, in which there were 
only two sorts of heading—the author’s name and the word taken from the 
title. 

Far from doing away with these divergencies, the new instructions of the 
Swiss National Library? which were drawn up in 1947* and put into force 
in 1948, created another, and a fundamental, difference—the admission, as 
headings, of the names of corporate bodies. This departure from the normal 
practice places the SNL in a rather special position, but it is to be hoped 
that its example will be followed. Moreover, a glance beyond the Swiss 
frontiers suffices to show that since the last war, European libraries have 
been coming more and more to accept the principle of cataloguing under 
corporate authorship, so that the step taken by the SNL is in accord with a 
general trend. 

However that may be, it was not primarily in order to bring its cataloguing 
rules into line with those of other countries that the SNL decided to revise 
them. For that purpose it need only have adopted one of the codes which 
existed in 1947. Its decision was prompted by internal considerations, its 
main object being to eliminate certain difficulties, more especially the fact 
that its catalogue was becoming overcrowded with anonyma. This, it was 
felt, could be done by expanding the concept of authorship to include the 
names of corporate bodies. 

One of the reasons why many libraries shrink from adapting their instruc- 
tions to the requirements of a new situation is the desire to preserve unifor- 
mity in their alphabetical catalogue. They consider it very difficult to insert 
among existing titles those made out according to new rules, and impossible 
to revise the entire catalogue. The SNL overcame this difficulty by introducing 
the new instructions at the time (1948) when a new catalogue was in pre- 
paration. The old catalogue contains the titles of works published as late as 
1950. To interpolate the same cards in two separate catalogues over a three- 
year period meant, of course, a certain amount of extra work. But it had 
the compensating advantage of keeping the general public from using the new 
catalogue during its early stages. The most satisfactory feature of this partial 
overlapping is, however, that there is no need to refer to both catalogues 
in order to find a work which one knows to have been published after 1947 
and before 1951 even if one is not sure of the exact date.

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SELECTION OF HEADINGS 


Let us now consider the two essential and characteristic features of the new 
instructions—the rules for the selection of title headings and corporate author 
headings. Until 1947, the SNL rule was that the substantive in the nominative 
case (substantivum regens) should be taken as the heading. That rule is now 
being attacked from all sides. Most recent catalogue codes, especially those 
which advocate the corporate authorship principle, have replaced it by the 
rule that the first word in the title (other than the article) is the heading, 
the other words following in mechanical sequence. Should the SNL, in revising 
its instructions and beginning a new catalogue, also adopt this new rule? 
Except for English titles it decided, after careful thought, not to do so, on 
the ground that it was pointless to maintain side by side two alphabetical 
catalogues arranged according to such different principles. Moreover, the 
substantivum regens rule is fully justified in the case of German titles, which 
are the most numerous in the catalogue. The question is of much less impor- 
tance in the case of French titles, in which the first word (other than the 
article) is usually a substantive in the nominative case. In German, the 
adjective precedes the noun; moreover, it is declined and agrees with the 
noun to which it relates, so that grammatically speaking it plays a subordi- 
nate part. It cannot be treated as though it formed part of the noun it qualifies. 
In English, on the contrary, the adjective, which is invariable, can very often 
be treated as the first part of a composite noun: ‘National Gallery’ is really 
a composite noun, like ‘National-galerie’, whereas in the term ‘Nationale 
Galerie’ the two words are definitely separate, the first being subordinate to 
the second. It is therefore no accident that the supporters of the rule that 
‘the first word is the heading’ have so far failed to apply it to German titles 
in a uniform and satisfactory manner. Sometimes they take into account 
the words, sometimes only the letters, sometimes they take account of flexional 
endings and articles, sometimes they do not. It must, however, be admitted 
that the Prussian instructions are extremely rigid and hamper both the 
arrangement of titles and the search for them, by applying the substantivum 
regens rule not only to the choice of the heading, but also to the determination 
of the order in which the other words in the title are to be shown. By com- 
parison, the SNL code introduces the important simplification that only the 
heading is to be selected in accordance with the rules of grammar. The 
remaining words of the title are shown in the order in which they appear 
in the title: *Petite 'préface *a ‘toute ®critique, not *Petite 'préface a ‘toute 
‘critique; *Junge ‘Kirche *in ‘alter *Zeit, not *Junge ‘Kirche in ‘alter *Zeit. 


THE CORPORATE AUTHOR HEADING 


The rule of the substantivum regens, thus simplified, applies equally, of course, 
to the selection of the heading in the names of corporate authors (Nouvelle 
Société Helvétique is entered under ‘Société’, Rolex Watches under ‘Rolex’). 
But the chief problem in selecting the heading in cases of corporate authorship 
is a different one; it is to lay down rules for deciding when a corporate body 
should be catalogued under its own name, and when it should be included 
under a geographical name (that of a State, canton, town or village). It is 
here that catalogue codes differ most widely. With regard to public offices 
and government departments, there can be no hesitation. The heading is 
the name of the political entity to which they belong: ‘Lausanne, Bureau 
Central d’ Assistance’ ; ‘Genéve/Canton, Département de!’ Instruction Publique’. 
here is no hesitation, either, with regard to private firms. These are listed 
under their own names: ‘Chocolats Suchard, Serriéres’. The difficulty begins 
with institutions of which some are private and others public, such as schools, 
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museums, libraries, churches, banks, etc. According to the American Library 
Association (ALA) rules, such institutions should be entered in some cases 
under their own names, and in others under the name of the country or loca- 
lity in which they are situated, according to whether the name of the cor- 
porate body is individual (British Museum, Luther College) or generic 
(university, theatre, male voice choir). This ruling is nowhere clearly laid 
down, nor is it strictly applied. According to the standard laid down by the 
Association Francaise de Normalisation (AFNOR) in 1955, all these corporate 
bodies should appear under their own names (University of Paris, not Paris, 
University of). ‘The SNL catalogues them sometimes under their own names, 
sometimes under a geographical term. It decides this, not by asking ‘Is this 
a generic or an individual name:’ but by asking ‘Is this a public or private 
body?’ This sets the standard for AFNOR and the SNL alike. But while 
AFNOR divides corporate bodies into institutions having a territorial 
character and public establishments, and catalogues the latter, like private 
firms, under their own names, the SNL ruling is that all official corporate 
bodies, both public establishments and institutions having a territorial 
character, should be shown under the pertinent geographical name—e.g, 
the University of Geneva, as ‘Geneva, University of’, and Eglise Nationale 
Vaudoise under ‘Vaud, Eglise Nationale Vaudoise’. 

It should be added that the SNL rules are less strict than the AFNOR 
code. They lay down the name of the corporate body, not its status, as being 
the criterion for deciding whether that body should be regarded as an official 
institution or a private enterprise, and whether it should be entered under 
the name of the State, canton or locality. The uniformity of the catalogue 
is safeguarded by a few instructions as to the interpretation of corporate 
names. Names may, of course, be misleading. The SNL decided to do the 
best it could. Its object in adopting the principle of cataloguing under cor- 
porate authors was not that the catalogue might reflect the legal and admini- 
strative status of the bodies so entered, but that publications which would 
otherwise be scattered here and there throughout the catalogue might be 
conveniently grouped together. A catalogue is meant to be used as a tool. 
The sole aim of the SNL in revising its code, and especially in adopting the 
principle of corporate authorship, was to make it a better tool and so to 
help members of the public (who probably know less than the librarian about

the official or private status of corporate bodies) to identify with greater 


ease and certainty the works they need. 
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(313) THE LIBRARY SERVICE 
OF WESTERN AUSTRALIA’ 


by F. A. SHARR, Executive Officer and Secretary 
of the Library Board of Western Australia. 


Western Australia is an arid tropical and sub-tropical state about as large 
as the whole of Western Europe, but inhabited by only 700,000 people. The 
typical country ‘town’ contains only a few hundred people and is the centre 
for a wide area of scattered settlement devoted to wheat. sheep or cattle 
farming. 

The Library Board of Western Australia, which is financed by the a 
Government, administers the State Library and provides the books for 
growing number of locally maintained public libraries throughout the mate 
which are required by law to give free service. 

The Board was set up in 1953 and spent the first year in reconnaissance 
and planning the future service. Three years’ experience has not shown any 
cause to alter the original plans. In 1954, with the appointment of four experi- 
enced and well qualified librarians, actual operations began. In December 
1955 the Board became responsible for the State Library and has since com- 
pletely reorganized that library and integrated it into the general state-wide 
service 

The Board was determined from the outset to provide a service comparable 
in quality to the best given overseas and to make sure that the service in the 
country would, as far as possible, be as good as that given in Perth, the capital. 

Clearly these two aims could not be achieved in an area of a million square 
miles by the methods used in more densely populated countries. 

Thus in Western Australia the books in all public libraries are provided 
from one centrally organized mobile stock, which includes specialized and 
advanced works of a kind normally found only in a reference library. With 
few exceptions, every title is available on request at any library, and in the 
case of country libraries even reference books may be borrowed for home 
reading. When the Board took over the State Library most of its books were 
made similarly available. 


HEADQUARTERS 


The objective is to provide from Headquarters a fully organized book stock 
which can be used efficiently, even by an untrained librarian. 

All books are purchased, provided with book pockets, date labels, etc., 
catalogued and classified centrally. Unit catalogue cards are printed on-a 
wltilith machine. These cards are used in the Headquarters catalogues and 

stock files and one card ac companies every book sent to a public library, for use 
as a shelf register card. The shelf register cards enable the local librarian, 
should he so desire, to prepare a full dictionary or classified catalogue by 
mere copy typing. 
_A loose-leaf, classified, printed catalogue of non-fiction is supplied to all 
libraries and ke pt up to date. This has proved valuable because it enables 
readers to survey the whole stock of the library system and not merely that 
in their own library. i 

The Headquarters record system follows normal British county library 
practice.

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THE LENDING SERVICE 


The Board does not lend books directly to readers, except to those who live 
‘in extreme isolation’ (i.e. more than about 100 miles from any town). The 
Board’s function is not to provide a lending service but to assist local autho- 
rities to do so. It meets the cost of the book supply; the local authority the 
cost of accommodation and staff. The Board does not interfere with the local 
management of public libraries organized by local authorities, so long as 
agreed standards are observed. 

Each library is provided with an initial book stock of one volume per head 
of population, one-third being children’s books and two-thirds adult. Of the 
adult collection, 60 per cent are non-fiction and 40 per cent novels. Exchange 
collections of 120 books are sent out often enough to keep the stock fresh and 
attractive. Local librarians can take as much or as little part in the selection 
of new books as they wish. Any non-fiction book requested by a reader is 
supplied at once, either from Headquarters or by interloan from another 
public library, through the Request and Information Service. 

Twenty-four libraries have been established in three years and there are 
about thirty-five local authorities on the waiting list. All libraries are well 
used and the reading is of a surprising range and depth. 

The undoubted success of the system is in part due to the policy of co- 
operation with, not dictation to, local authorities; the ability of the Request 
and Information Service to produce even quite unusual books on request; 
the emphasis on books of information rather than on pastime reading; and 
the exchange system, which prevents local stocks from becoming stale. 


THE REFERENCE SERVICE 


The State Library has been reorganized into four subject libraries devoted 
to business, science and technology; literature and the arts; social sciences, 
philosophy and religion; and West Australian history, including the State 
Archives. There are also a commercial and general Information Centre and 
a Bibliographical Centre. 

The State Library provides a reference service to the whole state. Every 
public library is provided with a quick reference collection (from 30 to a 
few hundred volumes) but there is no intention of developing more than the 
one reference library in the state. A reference library must be large and 
therefore expensive; it is better to have a single good one rather than several 
inadequate ones. 

The Request and Information Service is however designed to supply local 
libraries with reference information as well as books. Any inquiries it receives 
which cannot be answered from local stock are posted or telephoned to the 
State Library, where they are dealt with by the subject librarians concerned. 
When the necessary information has been found, the publication in which 
it appears is lent to the originating library or a photocopy is supplied. Thus 
readers can find even in the smallest and most remote public library a genuine 
reference service almost as good as that enjoyed by the direct user of the 
State Library, though inevitably subject to some delay owing to distance. 

A Bibliographical Centre has recently been established containing the cata- 
logue and most of the bibliographies, periodical indexes etc. of the State 
Library. It is responsible for assisting all forms of library co-operation within 
the state and between Western Australia and other states and countries. 
It is building up a state union catalogue of periodicals and a union catalogue 
of books added to all other major libraries in the state.

This trend report by Bernard Barber of Barnard College, Columbia University 
U.S.A.) includes sections on: sociology of science to circa 1930; new sources 
of interest and activity in the 1930s and beyond; the present state of the 
sociology of science; what the sociology of science needs to be; and some 
important substantive problems in the sociology of science. The classified 
bibliography which follows contains nearly 600 annotated entries on the 
subject. 

Beginning with Volume VI, No. 1, Current sociology, hitherto published in 
two regular issues and a double number, will consist annually of three issues 
devoted to bibliographical trend reports, as well as an Jnternational bibliography 
of sociology which will be published as a companion volume to Current sociology. 

The first volume of the Jnternational bibliography of sociology (1957, 293 Pp.) 
lists in classified order some 4,700 publications which appeared in 1955. 

Readers may place a subscription covering the three issues of Current sociology 
as well as the International bibliography of sociology ($8.50; 438.; 2,150 Fr.frs.)

342 Unesco. Scientific and technical translating and other aspects of the language 
problem.

This report, published in English only, deals with the general problem of 
enabling scientists and technologists to exploit knowledge published in lan- 
guages which they cannot read. An attempt is made to estimate statistically 
how much of the total literature is inaccessible, for this reason, to those who 
might otherwise be able to benefit from it, and the proportion so lost is shown 
to be at least 50 per cent. In successive chapters the various possible remedies 
for this situation are discussed. Two of these deal with the technique and 
economics of translating and with the possibilities for spreading the cost and 
avoiding duplication by setting up pools and indexes of unpublished trans- 
lations, such as already exist in certain countries, and which are described. 
The possibilities are discussed for improving the ability of scientists and techno- 
logists to read about their special subjects in foreign languages so as to reduce 
the need for translations; a bibliography is appended of books suitable for 
this purpose. Proposals for encouraging the practice of publishing, or at 
least summarizing, scientific literature in widely known languages rather than 
in local ones, or for doing so in some easily learned international auxiliary 
language are investigated. A final chapter is devoted to terminology and 
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lexicography and to the activities, in this field, of Unesco in collaboration 
with the International Organization for Standardization and with international 
organizations which are compiling multilingual vocabularies for their special 
subjects.

The Australian National Advisory Committee for Unesco has recently informed 
us that A Layman’s guide to creative art, by Desiderius Orban, will appear in 
September 1957.

MICROREPRODUCTION 


344 FRENCH NEWSPAPERS ON MICROFILM 


Several well-known French newspapers—such as Le Monde, Le Figaro, Le Temps, 
Combat, journal officiel, etc. have already been microfilmed either by organi- 
zations in France or in other countries, particularly the U.S.A. But these 
efforts have been for the most part isolated and of limited scope. The Biblio- 
théque Nationale, Paris, has recently decided to carry out a programme for 
the systematic reproduction of unbound French newspapers, which will 
co-ordinate all French projects for preservation or research already being 
carried out by the press and other organizations. The programme will also 
enable a network of exchanges to be established with other countries. 

Selection of the dailies and weeklies to be microfilmed will be made according 
to certain criteria: on the advice of the newspaper’s management, quality, circu- 
lation, possibility of selling the microfilms. ‘The selected newspapers, in loose- 
leaf form, will be microfilmed by a camera capable of producing 500 frames 
one page only) an hour, i.e. 25 French newspapers an hour for about 
10 francs a frame. ‘There will be two types of microfilms: in order to meet 
the growing number of requests from research workers wishing to consult 
the whole press on a certain date on a specific subject, a selection of news- 
papers of the same date will be reproduced each day; also the continuous 
collection of all the numbers of the same newspaper will be reproduced 
monthly, quarterly, semi-annually or annually. The latter type seems to offer 
the greatest interest for the immediate future. 

Several so-called ‘working copies’ of the films, which will be 120 to 300 
metres in length, will be made and placed immediately in special boxes or 
frames. ‘These boxes, which form an integral part of the microfilms, as does 
the binding of a book, will protect the film; they can be placed on shelves 
in the same way as books and can be adapted to reading machines without 
it being necessary to touch the film itself. 

The microfilm readers, built according to certain specifications given by 
the Bibliothéque Nationale, enable a newspaper to be read in its entire 
width, without any lateral displacement. 

The camera and the boxes can be used not only for newspapers, but also 
for a quantity of other large-sized documents and long films. 


(345) MICROFILM CAMERAS OFFERED FREE TO 
LIBRARIES 


A new low cost microfilm-copying camera has recently been developed by 
A. Seidell and H. F. Flemer. The apparatus consists of a base and a metal 
column with a movable cross arm by which the camera is supported. The 
base is also the book holder and contains a foam rubber pillow on which 
the book is held open by a hinged glass plate. The upright metal column 
is attached to the rear of the base and its cross arm may be set at four num- 
bered positions corresponding to areas of g x 12 in. to 15 x 22 in. to be photo- 
graphed. The camera may be easily removed and replaced on the front 
face of the cross arm, in which is fixed the electric motor which operates

The 
text also lays down certain minimum 


rights which must be recognized by all 
contracting States. In the case of per- 
forming artists, for example, each country 
should at least take measures enabling 
them to prevent the fixation on records 
or films, and the broadcasting or tele- 
vising, of their performances. As for 
perform: ances already recorded on records, 
the performer would be entitled to 
forbid their unauthorized reproduction. 
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The protection given, under the draft 
agreement, to the makers of sound 
recordings would include the right to 


prevent copies of their recordings being 
made. The Monaco draft recognizes that 
broadcasters are entitled to prohibit the 
retransmission and the re-recording of their 
broadcasts, and that, so far as their tele- 
vision emissions are concerned, they have 
the right, in certain circumstances, to 
prevent the pictures emitted from being 
communicated to the public. But these 
minimum rights for broadcasters may be 
subject to a reservation by a contracting 
State.

the camera. The cycle of operation is 3 seconds, which allows up to 20 expo- 
sures per minute. Developing is done in a Morse daylight tank which will 
take film up to 100 ft. in length.
